The Triennial Conference of Postal

The London Standard declares the 
trienhial conference of the postal 
union in September next will estab- 
lish an international rate of three 
cents for letter postage. Some of the 
nations advocate the adoption of 
world penny postage, but the major- 
iv favor the three cents comprom- 
Be. 


Thanks to the earnest advocacy of

TIMBER ROYALTIES ° 
mre ts se ete 
Profit-sharing Between Government 

and Licensee 

The present Timber Royalty act of 
British Columbia is chicfly significant 
in all timber royalties, subsequent to 
January 1, 1920, on the sale value of 
the timber cut, over and above an ar- 
bitrarily fixed re of $18 per thous 
and feet board meacure. The per- 
centage taken by the government of 
this prospective value-increase will 
be at first 25 per cent. gradually ris- 
ing to 40 per cent. in the succeeding 
25 years. 

This is no new principle, for as 
early as 1889 the Dominion govern- 
ment required from holderg of timber 
limits in western Canada a royalty 
of 5 per cent. of the total sale value 
of the lumber cut, which value was to 
be based on the average price obtain- 
ing during the three months preced- 
oe the sale, But at that time the 
price of lumber was not sufficienuy 
high to bring in any very large rev- 
enue on this percentage basis, so in 
1898 the stumpage dues were chang- 
ed to the fixed rate of 60 cents per 
thousand feet, board measure, which 
is the rate at present. Although the 
retention of the percentage royalty 
would have secured larger returns 
from this source with the steadily ris- 
ing lumber prices, yet the principle 
of selling the timber at a widely ad- 
vertised public auction ensures the 
obtaining, through the additional bon- 
us offered, practically the same price 
for the timber without the former in- 
convenience of constantly adjusting 
the stumpage dues. 

As the competitive sale of timber 
by means of the borus system is com- 
mon throughout Canada, there is lit- 
tle likelihood that the government 
does not secure a fair share of the 
present value of the timber sold, and 
by reserving the right to alter the 
stumpage dues as the price of lumbcr 
increases, a share in its future value 
is also ensured. 


The Daylight Saving Idea 

The “fast time” idea is spreading 
throughout the west with greater 
rapidity even than was to be expect- 
ed. People naturally are conservative 
about such things as making changes 
in the time, yet several towns have 
adopted daylight saving already and 
others are discussing it. 

Calgary, for one instance, has 
taken the idea up, and action is pos- 
sible shortly. 

Weyburn, Sask., has subscribed al- 
most unanimously to a petition for 
the establishment of fast time there. 
The petition which will be presented 
to the city council bears the signature 
of over 100 business men of that city, 
and a great many other residents. 
There has been practically no opposi- 
tion to the plan, the feasibility and 
desirability of which no one there 
doubts after Regina’s successful ex- 
periment. 

Melfort, Sask., has likewise taken 
up the idea, and the change has al- 
ready gone into effect there.

LATE DUKE OF ARGYLL 
A FRIEND OF CANADA 


HE DISPLAYED MARKED SKIL 
AND TACT AS GOVERNOR. 
GENERAL OF CANADA { 


The Duke Remained a Devoted 
Friend of Canada All His Life—in 
strumental In Creating Interest in 
Emigration to Canada. 

The Duke of Argyll, who died re 
cently after a short fliness, ig the 
second ex-governor-general of Cam 
ada to pass away in the present year. 
His term of service from 1878 to 1883 
spent in the Dominion was one which 
saw the dawn of a great era of prom 
perity. 

It is said that when Lord Beacons 
field first proposed the appointment, 
the Duke of Argyll expressed hesita 
tion as to being insufficiently equip 
ped to assume the office. Queen Vio 
toria, however, pressed him to accept, 
with the result that he became one 
of the best and most popular of gow 
ernors-general. 

The eldest son of the eighth Duke 
of Argyll, a peer with a reputation in 
politics, science and literature, and 
a daughter of the second Duke of 
Sutherland, the Duke was born at 
Stafford House, in London, on Aug. 
6th, 1845. Until he was fifty-five he 
Was known as the Marquis of Lorne. 
In his education he combined in turn 
the schools and universities of Scot 
land and England—Edinburgh Acad 
emy and Eton, St. Andrew’s and Trin 
ity. College, Cambridge. 

In 1868, he entered parliament as 
Liberal member for Argylishire, 
which he represented for ten yeara, 
during four of which he was private 
secretary to his father, the Secretary 
of State for India, in Gladstone's first 
ministry. 

He married the Princess Louise, 
fourth daughter of Queen Victoria, on 
March 21, 1871. The marriage cere 
mony was performed in St. George’s 
Chapel, Windsor, by the Bishop of 
London, assisted by the Bishops of 
Winchester, Oxford and Worcester. 
He was created a Knight of the This 
tle in 1872. He was created a Knight 
Grand Cross of the Order of SS. 
Michael and George. 

In 1878 he was appointed governcr- 
general of Canada. “I believe you 
have abilities.” said Disraeli, in mak- 
ing the appointment. At first, Queen 
Victoria was far from enthusiastic 
about it, but Disraeli’s arguments pre- 
vailed. “The Queen, when I first 
spoke of it,” Disraeli explained to the 
Marquis, “:hought that she would not 
like her daughter to be so far, but 
on considering that Canada is now 
only ten days off and that you might 
come home for a time every year, 
and, after sleeping over it, she was 
quite in favor of the proposal.” 

Th appointment was hailed with 
satisfaction in Cansda and the young 
governor-general—he was then only 

thirty-three—entered upon his term 
of office with the hearts of the people 
strongly prepossessed in his favor. 
The Marquis held the post five years, 
and proved himself a governor-gener- 
al of the greatest skill and _ tact. 
Succeeding a man of the ability and 
eloquence of Lord Dufferin, his task 
was one of difficulty but he accom- 
plished it with distinction to himself 
and profit to the Dominion. 

During his occuption of Rideau 
Hall the Marquis and His Royal Con- 
sort won thoroughly the esteem and 
affection of all classes of the Can- 
adian people. The gracious and dignt- 
fied presence of the Princess Louise 
‘went far to bring success to the five 
happy years they spent in the Do 
minion. 

While sovernor-general, the Mar 
quis founded the Royal Society of 
Canada for the promotion ef litera- 
ture and science within the Domin- 
ion, and in conjunction with the Prin- 


cess Louise, he founded the Royal 
Canadian Academy of Art. 
The Duke remained a _ devoted 


friend of Canada ail his life. and ig 
many ways he worked to advance the 
interests of the Dominion. To Can- 
adians visiting Great Britain he ex- 
tended many courtesies. He always 
expressed his firm conviction that 
British people leaving the old home 
could find no better place in the 
world to go to than Canada. In con-

IMAGINARY MILLIONS. 


Money Myths That Hover About Eng- 
land’s Chancery Court, 

Most people seem to think that there 
are conntiess and vast fortunes in 
cbancery waiting to be bestuwed upon 
their proper owners. This, as a matter 
of fact. is purely a myth, and bow it 
arose it is impossible to say. 

“We are supposed.” said an official 
of the pay office recently, “to have 
the estate of a man oamed Aoffman. 
valued at £18,000,000, and we are re 
peatedly receiving tnquiries—almost al. 
ways from Poland—but we know noth 
ing of the estate.” Another estate with 
which the pay office bas nothing to do 
—that of the great Sir Francis Drake— 
is also the subject of many questions 

In all there are 3.838 estates In chan 
cery, but the value of the largest is 
not more than £7,000. And, so far 
from many millions, the paymaster ot 
the supreme court of jndicature hae 
only £1,250,000 in his hands awaiting 
claimants. A large proportion of this 
money, moreover, bas been lying un 
claimed since the early part of the 
eighteenth century. 

If you think you are entitled to any 
of this money you should first study 
the official! list at the law courts and 
then make a formal claim. But, tt 
may be said, it very rarely bhappene 
that such applications prove success 
ful.--London Answers. 


PASSING OF ST. HELENA. 


Made Famous by Napoleon, the Island 
‘ Appears to Be Doomed. 

When the great French emperor died 
tn exile in 1821 there was probably a 
wish buried deep in his Corsican heart 
that the island which had been the 
scene of his humiliation might be 
wiped from the face of the seas. 

Whether or no such a curse was ever 
cast npon the island, it is certain that 
St. Helena ts doomed if not to extine 
tion at least to become an uninhabit- 
able rock. With the advent of steam 
navigation the island ceased to be a 
regular port of call, so tbat its always 
scanty exports dwindled almost to the 
vanishing point; plagues of insects de- 
sfroyed its vegetation; rats, brought 
thither by foreign vessels, multiplied 
and overran its soil until the govern- 
ment was compelled to offer a bounty 
of a penny for every rodent captured. 
Then the English garrison, which had 
been practically the sole source of in- 
come to the inhabitants, was with- 
drawn, and the needs of the natives 
became desperate.

tries—invaded the island and will un- 
less controlled reduce the city of 
Jamestown to a pulp of sawdust.—New 
York Independent.

Yons, Sens and Rinses Complete Their 
Simple Currency System. 

The Japanese currency system ts 
very siiople und ie based upon a gold 
basis. The unit of value ts a yen. 
This equals 50 cents tn gold, according 
to our United States values. One yen 
is divided into 100 sen. Each of the 
jlatter Is worth just one balf of an 
American cent The Japanese sen is 
the equivalent of 10 rin, and the small- 
est Japanese coin consists of a five rin 
piece, the equivalent of one-quarter of 
an American penny. 
| ‘The currency media is composed of 
paper notes, silver, nickel and copper. 
|The Japs have their paper money in 
one, five, ten yen notes and upward 
The silver money comes tn ten, twenty 
and fifty sen pieces, The smallest 
nickel piece Is valued at 5 sen. Then 
come the copper coins. These are val- 
ued at 2 sen, | sep and 5 rin. 

This is the substance of the entire 
| currency system in Japan when you 
step into a money changer’s to procure 
the coin of the revIm. But you do not 
always obtain the equivalent In values 
for your American currency The va- 
rious seaport towns swarm with Chi- 
nese money changers. These Mongo- 
Han financiers deduct a rebate of from 
1 to 2 per cent for every $10 in Ameri- 
ean money exchanged. When you 
travel in the interior localities of Ja- 
pan, away from the beaten track of 
tourist traffic, you will be compelled to 
pay even a higher rate of exchange, as 
the Jap merchants refuse to accept for 
eign coin in exchange for their wares 
unless they are easily accessible to 
some nearby seaport town 

The Jap nickel, or five sen plece, will 
buy five or six times as much for a Jap 
in his own country as the same value 
of currency would buy for an Amert- 
can home tn the United States. The 
simplicity of the native currency sys- 
tem goes hand in hand with the frugal- 
ity and the wise economies of these 
quaint, active little people.—Philadel- 
phia North American.
